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AMERICANS PROTEST 


Wukiogtoa. The Reagan- 
masterminded Pentagon plans 
for "protracted" nuclear war 
with the USSR have aroused 
profound anxiety and thorp cri- 
ticism from tho American and 
the world public. 

Such moves by the Reagan 
administration escalate the 
menace of a nuclear war. Re- 
presentative J. Drown (Calif.) 
told Congress. Instead of tak- 
ing urgent steps to scale down 
this menace, the White House la 
preparing for a ‘•protracted" 
nuclear war obviously In the 
bailer that they even could win 
it. 

This policy does not stand up

threat. In this respect, Gore con- 
tinued, the Reagan administra- 
tion should scrap Its current 
strategy and move urgently to 
formulate and conclude Impor- 
tant nuclear arms race limita- 
tion agreements with the Soviet 
Union.

Addressing the Foreign Reta- 
lions Committee of the Coun- 
liilor'i House In the Japanese 
'arllament, A. Kiuchl, head ot 
■he Aslan department of the 
lapanese Foreign Ministry, said 
'hat the Japanese governmoni 
had notified China that the prob- 
of textbook revision Is an 
intornnt matter and ns such 
should be decided by Japan. 

This revision ol school text- 
books, which has been undrr- 
laken by the Japanese ruling 
circle* in order to whitewash 
the aggression by the Japanese 
military against Aslan countries 
Including China, has aroused a 
wavo of Indignation among the 
Chinese people. During Iho 
year* of occupation. Japanese 
military brutally murdered mil- 
lions of Chinese, influenced by 
those sentiments. Peking, which 
until quite recently encouraged 
Ihe military aspirations of tho 
Japanese ruling circles, has pro- 
tested officially to Japan about 
tha revision of textbooks. Con- 
Arming Its desire to have this 
demand fullllled, China has 
ostentatiously refused an en- 
trance visa to the Japanese 
Education Minister. 

However, from tho statement 
given by a spokesman for the
